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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed device is 
a FET with doped regions along the side of the channel which defines an effective channel 
width. Sheppard shows a doped region which defines a channel width but it is only on one side. 
Ogura shows a FET with a series of parallel channel segments with different thresholds but does 
not show a variable channel width set by the lateral doped regions. Thus the claimed invention is 
not shown in the prior art.
